MARKET  NEWS  REPORTS 


This  publication  gives  information  on  the  market  reports  issued 
by  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  from  Washington  and 
from  its  field  offices  maintained  Nation-wide  for  this  purpose.  To 
expedite  the  distribution  of  the  reports,  most  of  the  market  news 
offices  are  connected  by  leased  wire  facilities.    PMA  gathers  and 
disseminates  market  information  on  supply,  demand,  movement,  quality, 
and  prices  for  major  agricultural  commodities  in  the  principal  markets 
and  producing  areas ,    The  commodities  reported  on  include  livestock, 
meats,  wool,  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
grain,  hay,  feed,  cotton,  cottonseed,  tobacco,  rice, honey,  and  other 
agricultural  commodities.    This  information  reaches  the  public  through- 
out the  country  by  radio,  newspapers,  mail,  and  telegraph. 

Through  special  arrangements  with  the  major  news  services ,  most 
of  the  market  reports  are  sent  over  their  wires  to  newspapers  and  radio 
stations.    However,  some  reports  are  provided  to  nearby  radio  stations 
and  newspapers  by  messenger  and  telephone . 

Reports  are  prepared  in  the  field  under  the  direction  of  the 
branch  offices  in  Washington.    Each  field  office,  for  the  most  part, 
covers  only  such  commodities  as  are  assigned  to  the  branch  of  which 
it  is  a  part.    It  reports  largely  on  the  commodities  in  its  own  mar- 
kets, although  information  on  the  same  commodities  in  other  important 
markets  may  be  included  in  its  releases. 

Separate  mailing  lists  are  maintained  in  Washington  and  at  each 
field  office,  and  all  reports  are  mailed  free  of  charge  to  persons 
requesting  them.    Requests  for  any  of  the  reports  issued  in  the  field 
should  be  sent  direct  to  the  office  issuing  the  report. 

In  addition  to  detailed  information  on  the  market  reports,  this 
publication  covers  reports  on  regulatory  activities,  purchases, 
deliveries  and  sales,  and  cold  storage,  and  other  regular  releases 
and  publications  concerned  with  marketing.

Cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cotton  linters  reports  are  issued  from 
Washington  and  field  offices  as  indicated  in  the  following  list.  These 
reports  are  distributed  free  upon  request.    (For  addresses  of  field 
offices,  see  page  2.) 

Daily: 

Cotton  Quotations — Ten  Designated  Spot  Markets  gives  prices  for 
Middling  15/16-inch  spot  cotton  quoted  at  the  10  spot  markets, 
and  grade  and  staple  differences  "between  Middling  15/l6-inch 
and  other  grades  and  staples  quoted  at  these  markets  along  with 
certain  other  price  information. 

The  10  designated  spot  markets  are  Charleston,  S.  C,  Augusta,  Ga., 
Savannah,  Ga.,  Montgomery,  Ala.,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  New  Orleans,  La., 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Dallas,  Tex.,  Houston,  Tex.,  and  Galveston,  Tex. 
Report  is  issued  from  Atlanta. 

Weekly: 

The  Farmers  Weekly  Cotton  Price  Report  is  a  report  designed  for 

use  "by  individual  farmers  as  a  guide  in  selling  cotton.  This 
report  shows,  "by  examples,  how  to  figure  the  approximate  value 
of  a  pound  of  cotton  after  a  farmer  receives  a  classification 
on  his  cotton.    Current  market  prices  for  most  qualities  are 
shown,  along  with  the  equivalent  loan  value.    Issued  weekly 
during  the  active  marketing  season  from  Atlanta,  Dallas,  and 
Memphis. 

Cottonseed  Review  contains  a  market  summary  and  detailed  infor- 
mation about  the  grade  of  cottonseed  sold  during  the  week  "by 
counties,  prices  received  and  offered  for  cottonseed  and  for 
cottonseed  products,  in  "both  small  and  wholesale  lots.  Issued 
Thursday  from  Atlanta,  Memphis,  and  Dallas. 

Weekly  Cotton  Linters  Review  gives  a  summary  of  market  informa- 
tion on  linters,  tables  showing  the  current  low  and  high  prices 
(f .o.b.  cottonseed  oil  mills,  uncompressed)  of  each  grade  of 
linters  with  comparisons,  and  tables  relating  to  the  production, 
supply,  consumption,  etc.,  of  linters  in  the  United  States. 
Issued  Friday  from  Washington  covering  the  week  ended  the 
previous  Wednesday, 

Weekly  Cotton  Market  Review  is  a  summary  of  the  cotton  market 
situation  up  to  the  close  of  business  on  Thursday  of  each  week. 
This  report,  with  the  exception  of  the  Washington  release, 
includes  weekly  cotton  price  quotations  at  central  markets  and 
leading  domestic  mill  points.    Issued  Friday  from  Atlanta, 
Memphis,  Dallas,  Bakersfield,  and  Washington. 


Semimonthly: 


Cotton  Quality  Report  shove  estimated  proportions  of  the  various 
qualities  ( including  grade  and  staple  length)  of  cotton  ginned 
in  the  United  States  and  in  individual  States  and  districts 
during  the  current  ginning  period  and  the  season  to  date.  Issued 
twice  a  month  during  the  principal  part  of  the  ginning  season  on 
the  same  dates  that  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  on  volume 
of  ginnings.    U.  S.  reports  released  from  Washington  and 
individual  State  reports  released  from  Atlanta,  Memphis,  Dallas, 
and  Bakersfield.    State  agencies  cooperate  in  some  instances. 

Monthly: 

Cotton  Price  Statistics  is  a  compilation  of  cotton  prices,  grade 
and  staple  premiums,  and  discounts  at  spot  markets  and  mill 
points.    Contains  a  "brief  statement  of  developments  relating  to 
cotton  prices  during  the  month.    Issued  from  Washington  shortly 
after  the  end  of  month. 

Unfinished  Cotton  Cloth  Prices,  Cotton  Prices,  and  Mill  Margins 
gives  prices  and  margins  for  17  constructions  of  unfinished 
cloth.    Issued  from  Washington  as  soon  after  the  first  of  the 
month  as  possible. 

Annual: 

Cotton  Quality  Statistics --United  States  contains  statistics  on 
the  quality  of  cotton  ginned  in  the  United  States  and  in  indivi- 
dual States,  and  statistics  on  the  quality  of  cotton  in  the 
carry-over.    Statistics  on  the  quality  of  the  crop  are  also 
shown  for  districts  within  the  States  and  on  the  carry-over  for 
cotton  in  public  warehouses  and  compresses  and  in  consuming  es- 
tablishments.   Issued  from  Washington  in  the  Statistical 
Bulletin  series  (formerly  in  the  Commodity  Statistics  series, 
now  abolished)  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  ginning 
season. 

Quality  of  Cotton  in  the  Carry-Over,  United  States,  gives  statistics 
on  grade,  staple  length,  and  tenderability  of  cotton,  both  foreign 
and  domestic,  carried  over  in  the  United  States,  August  1.  Issued 
from  Washington  as  soon  as  possible  after  August  1. 

Cottonseed  Quality  in  United  States  contains  statistics  on  the 
quality  of  cottonseed  graded  in  the  United  States  and  in  indivi- 
dual States,  crop  reporting  districts,  and  by  specified  periods 
during  the  season.    Issued  in  Washington  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  close  of  the  season.

Daily: 

Daily  Market  Report  (Dairy  and  Poultry  Products)  covers  supply 
and  demand  conditions,  prices,  and  trends  of  local  markets.  Most 
local  reports  include  information  from  other  markets  which  is  of 
importance  to  local  producers  and  distributors.    Daily  market 
reports  cover  the  more  important  dairy  and  poultry  products,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Dover,  Del.,  Fayetteville,  Ark.,  Harrisonburg, 
Va.,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  Salisbury,  Md.,  offices,  which  issue 
reports  principally  relating  to  commercial  broiler  areas.  Issued 
daily  except  Saturday.    For  list  of  issuing  offices,  see  "Dairy 
Branch --Poultry  Branch,"  page  2. 

Daily  Poultry  Market  Report  contains  comments  on  live  and  dressed 
poultry  markets,  and  gives  prices  for  New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia, 
Boston,  Detroit,  and  Baltimore.    Information  is  also  carried  covering 
prices  and  comments  for  the  larger  commercial  broiler  areas.  Issued 
from  New  York  daily  except  Saturday. 

Daily  Turkey  Market  Report  contains  price  information  covering 
producing  areas  and  terminal  markets.    Issued  from  beginning  of 
active  marketing  in  November  until  close  of  holiday  trading. 
Offices  which  do  not  issue  a  separate  report  carry  turkey  price 
information  in  Daily  Market  Report  (Dairy  and  Poultry  Products) .

Semiweekly: 

Semiweekly  Market  Report  (Federal -State)  contains  information  re- 
garding prices  of  eggs  and  poultry  in  the  principal  producing  areas 
of  Iowa  and  Alabama,  and  comments  on  prevailing  market  conditions. 
These  reports  also  include  brief  summaries  from  terminal  markets 
which  are  of  importance  to  local  producers  and  distributors.  Issued 
from  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  Montgomery,  Ala. 

Weekly: 

Summary  of  Egg  and  Poultry  Markets  summarizes  developments  for  the 
week,  with  comments  on  prices,  receipts,  supplies,  demand, production, 
and  other  factors  pertinent  to  egg  and  poultry  markets.  Commodities 
regularly  included  are  shell  eggs,  live  poultry,  and  dressed  poultry. 
Issued  Friday  from  Boston,  Chicago,  Philadelphia  (also  mails  for 
New  York  office),  Portland,  Oreg.,  San  Francisco,  and  Seattle.

Naval  Stores 

Prices  of  Crude  Pine  Gum  covers  prices  paid  the  preceding  week  to  pro- 
ducers at  the  25  to  30  gum  processing  plants  which  receive  over  90  percent 
of  all  pine  gum  produced  in  the  United  States.    The  report  also  gives 
average  turpentine  and  rosin  content  of  the  gum  and  the  percent  by  grade 
of  gum  produced.    Issued  each  Thursday  from  Washington. 


REPORTS  ON  REGULATORY  ACTIVITIES 


Federal  Seed  Act 

Reports  as  to  action  taken  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act  are  issued  from 
time  to  time  in  the  form  of  press  releases  or  notices  sent  to  trade  pub- 
lications and  cooperating  State  agencies.    Issued  from  Washington. 

Insecticide,  Fungicide,  and  Rodent icide  Act  of  I9U7 

Pamphlets  containing  notices  of  Judgment  in  court  actions  against  manu- 
facturers of  economic  poisons  and  devices  or  notices  of  court  actions 
involving  seizure  of  consignments  of  economic  poisons  and  devices  from 
trade  channels  are  issued  occasionally  during  the  year  from  Washington. 

The  Insecticide,  Fungicide,  and  Rodenticide  Act  was  signed  and  became 
partially  effective  on  June  25,  19^7.    Certain  additional  provisions  of 
the  act  became  effective  December  25,  19^7  •    The  act  became  fully  effective 
on  June  25,  1948,  at  which  time  it  replaced  the  Insecticide  Act  of  1910. 
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Packers  and  Stockyards  Act 

The  P  and  S  Docket  reports  action  taken  on  formal  cases  arising  under 
this  act.    Included  are:    Brief  descriptions  of  cases  on  which  action 
has  "been  taken  during  the  month  preceding  the  date  of  issue;  items  of 
general  interest,  including  a  statement  as  to  stockyards  posted  and 
deposted  during  the  month;  and  a  tabular  statement  showing  new  dockets 
issued  and  dockets  on  which  some  action  has  been  taken.    Issued  monthly 
from  Washington. 

Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act 

At  intervals  summaries  are  issued  of  decisions  of  the  Secretary  of 
agriculture  in  which  publication  of  the  facts  has  been  ordered.  A 
digest  of  decisions  of  the  Secretary,  issued  July  19^+8,  together  with 
a  supplement,  issued  January  1950,  are  available,  upon  request,  to 
interested  parties.

Sales  Report  lists  sales  -of  Government -owned  stocks  of  food  and 

agricultural  products  from  USDA  stocks,  and  those  declared  surplus 

by  other  Government  agencies.    This  report  enables  producers, 

processors,  vendors,  and  others  to  follow  current  sales  of  such 

stocks  and  to  know  what  commodities  are  being  sold,  what  quantity, 

and  at  what  prices.

Active  and  Announced  Price  Support  Programs  Approved  "by  Board  of 
Directors,  CCC,  lists  the  loan  and  purchase  programs,  type  of 
program,  latest  date  for  securing  loans  or  selling  to  CCC,  point 
at  which  support  is  established  and  the  general  support  level. 
Issued  from  Washington. 

Report  of  Financial  Condition  and  Operations,  CCC,  contains  fi- 
nancial statements,  program  results,  loan  operations,  and  inventory 
operations  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.    Issued  from  Washington. 


OTHER  REPORTS 

Monthly: 

Cold  Storage  Report  on  some  87  different  items  carries  an  analysis 
of  holdings,  and  charts  and  tables  shoving  the  percentage  of  space 
occupied  in  the  United  States  by  regions,  States,  and  30  major  cities. 
Commodity  holdings  on  the  first  of  each  month  are  reported,  together 
with  comparative  data  for  the  preceding  month,  the  same  month  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  5-year  average.    In  addition  to  United  States 
totals,  figures  are  carried  on  all  commodities  in  each  region,  while 
dairy  products,  eggs,  and  fresh  fruits  are  reported  by  States. 
Holdings  of  Government -held  commodities  are  also  given  in  this 
21-page  report.    Issued  on  the  l^th  of  each  month  from  Washington. 

Cold  Storage  Stocks  of  Frozen  Fruits  and  Vegetables  by  Container  Size 
is  a  2 -page  release  carrying  a  breakdown  of  9  frozen  fruits  and 
vegetables  (peaches,  raspberries,  strawberries,  asparagus,  lima  beans, 
snap  beans,  sweet  corn,  green  peas,  and  spinach)  in  consumer -size 
packages  in  storage  on  the  first  of  the  month.    An  analysis  of  the 
holdings  in  consumer-size  packages  and  the  proportion  of  the  selected 
frozen  fruits  and  vegetables  classified  by  warehousemen  as  to  container 
size  is  also  included  in  the  report.

A  Survey  of  the  Capacity  of  Cold  Storage  Warehouses  in  the  United 
States  contains  charts  and  tables  showing  refrigerated  space  in 
the  United  States  as  of  the  first  of  October.    (The  last  survey  • 
was  made  in  October  19^7 •)    Issued  biennally,  it  is  a  complete 
survey  of  the  capacity  of  all  cold  storage  warehouses  in  the 
country.    It  shows  the  amount  of  available  refrigerated  space, 
cooler  and  freezer,  in  public,  private,  and  semiprivate  warehouses, 
meat-packing  plants  and  apple  houses,  by  States  and  regions.  In 
addition,  it  carries  an  analysis  of  the  survey  and  comparative  data 
on  the  growth  of  refrigerated  facilities  since  1925.    Issued  from 
Washington.
